About 30 students attended an 
information session held 
yesterday by Students’ Society 
politicians to discuss the 
Society’s positions on the 
proposed fee increase and 
whether McGill should join 
l'Association Nationale des 
Etudiants du Québec (ANEQ). 

VP Finance John Collls told 
the Dally why Students’ Council 
is advocating an increase in 
Students' Society fees. 

"The Students’ Society has 
had only one fee Increase in the 
last 15 years, and that was after 
trusteeship in 1976. Remember, 
trusteeship was imposed 
because the Society was 
bankrupt." 

When students go to the 
polls on March 7, they will be 
asked to approve raising 
fulltime students’ fees $2.50 
per semester, an increase of 
about 17%. Students will also 
vote on whether to raise the 
fees of medical, dental, lato and 
graduate students by the same 
percentage, and to impose a 
$.50-per-credit levy on summer 
students. 

According to Collis, one of 
the major reasons for the fee 
increase is inflation. StudSoc's 
money man estimates StudSoc 
is losing about $38,000 a year to 
inflation. 

If approved by students in 
the referendum the fee in- 
crease would be subject to 
approval by McGill’s Senate 
and the Board of Governors. 

VP External Ted Claxton 
attended the open house to 
give information on ANEQ and 
to explain his recommendation 
to Council that McGill not join 
the Quebec student union. 

Claxton feels the present 
structure of ANEQ, which 
allows each member institution 
one vote, does not work in the 
interests of the universities. 

There are six university 
members and 29 CEGEP 
members of ANEQ. Of the 
approximately 120,000 students 
whom ANEQ represents, 
roughly one half are university 
students, according to figures 
cited by Jean Latraverse, the 
secretary-general of ANEQ, 
during an information session 
here last week. 

By joining ANEQ now, 
Claxton feels the university will 
lose whatever power it has in 
bargaining for structural 
changes.

Smoking out Pot 
In Kampuchea 

To the Dally: 

Your coverage of the Canadian 
Communist League's meeting 
on Kampuchea (1-26-79) was 
less than objective. The Daily 
recently (1-17-79) denied that It 
supported the League, but Rick 
Boychuk’s article was a very 
one-sided view of the meeting. 
He did admit that "many 
members of the audience 
disagreed with the assessment 
put forward by the CCL-ML" 
and did mention the charge of 
genocide which was raised 
against the Pol' Pot regime. 
However, he gave the im- 
pression that the League 
speakers were generally 
successful in painting a picture 
of a vital socialist society In the 
making, or an entire people 
enthusiastically taking part in 
building their country. 

What really happened at the 
meeting was that the 
bankruptcy of the League 
position was completely ex- 
posed. Every question raised 
challenged the League’s In- 
formation and analysis, and the 
speakers were unable to 
1 respond. When questioned 
about genocide, they answered 
that they could "sense the 
feelings of thje people", that 
everyone looked happy, that' if 
thousands of people had been 
killed they could have seen it ift 
people’s faces, that they saw 
no signs of mass executions. 

The weakness of this 
response was not lost on the 
audience. An African member 
of the audience pointed out its 
total inadequacy, saying, Y’ln 
my country, you could travel all 
over and you. would see 
everyone smiling, everyone 
laughing." ' 

They were quick to point out 
that the stories • of mass 
executions came, from the 
"western, bourgeois press”, 
which naturally hates ••socialist 
Cambodia". Of course, their 
figure of 100,000 Vietnamese 
troops in Cambodia also came 
from the same bourgeois press, 
but that didn’t seem to faze 
them. 

... Sher’s "proof” that there 
were 100,000 Vietnamese 
troops in Kampuchea was that 
military sources in Thailand 
said a lot of cities had fallen; 
i.e. cities falling proves 100,000 
Vietnamese troops are there(?) 
Some logic! 

When asked about the proper 
attitude toward news In the 
"bourgeois press", they said 
one must always carefully 
analyze everything in it to-find 
who wrote it, what they 
represent, what their sources 
are, how reliable their sources 
are, whether their stories are 
contradictory, etc. One won- 
ders whether they exercised 
this extreme caution before 
charging Vietnam with Invasion 



(or whether what they really 
wanted to say was that the 
Peking press is enough). 

At one point, Bourassa 
began quoting Richard Dud- 
man to the effect that people in 
Cambodia were happy and 
supported Pol Pot. When asked 
about the fact that Dudman 
said he did not see a single 
book, despite repeated 
requests, and that he saw no 
schools outside one technical 
school in Phnom Penh, 
Bourassa played deaf. 

When asked why no outside 
journalists were allowed into 
Cambodia for such a long time 
to see whether or not mass 
executions had taken place, 
and why the government 
remained silent for so long to 
the charges of genocide, Sher 
began listing names of' 
delegations which had visited 
Cambodia. When asked for 
dates, he avoided the question. 
But it was pointed out from the 
audience that all the 
delegations Sher had listed 
came after 1976. 

Sher could name no jour- 
nalists who visited Kampuchea 
in the first two years. Bourassa 
claimed that the Burmese came 
one year after liberation, but 
according to the news sheet of 
the Comité Patriote of 
Democratic Kampuchea, the 
Burmese came in November, 
1977. 

In the slide shofa, Sher ex- 
plained that at the time of 
liberation, 70% of the forests, 
80% of the housing and 50% of 
the fields had been destroyed 
by American bombs, and that 
there were 200,000 invalids. 
When asked how this 
devastated countryside could 
possibly have been ready to 
receive 2.5 million people from 
Phnom Penh (League figures), 
especially with the 200,000 
invalids, when asked what 
preparation had been made, the 
League had no answer. 

When asked- about the 
general consensus among 
Western reporters that it was 
Cambodia who started the 
border war with Vietnam, who 
kept attacking Vietnam even 
though Vietnam did not 
retaliate, Bourassa and She'r 
had no answer except to repeat 
that Vietnam attacked Cam- 
bodia first. (What sources? Pol 
Pot, of course.) 

When asked about reports of 
popular uprisings against Pol 
Pot throughout the country 
dating back many months, 
Bourassa proudly explained 
that they had driven 100s of 
kilometers all over Kampuchea, 
and had driven at night through 
the provinces where uprisings 
were supposed to have hap- 
pened, and they saw no signs 
of opposition to the govern- 
ment. (Isn’t that what General 
Westmoreland said about 
South Vietnam just before .the 
1968 Tet uprising? that the 
countryside was 98% 



pacified?) 

Sher showed a picture of a 
village where they had stoppfed, 
saying (that their guides had 
explained that all the villagers 
were in the fields hurrying to 
harvest the rice crop before the 
Vietnamese invaded. So the 
League members visited an 
empty village.‘(lt couldn't have 
been that the government 
didn’t want them to get too 
close to the people?) 

Most of the slides were taken 
from fairly far away and were of 
people working. There was one 
of a "jam" session, but only 
men. There were none of people 
eating, dancing or playing. 
They showed lots of new family 
homes, but none with families 
inside. There was nothing of 
the normal, everyday life of a 
village. 

As the meeting continued, 
the League spokesman made 
less and less pretense of even 
trying to answer the questions. - 
Near the end, they began 
cutting people off, and then 
stopped the meeting com- 
pletely. 

The League failed totally to 
support any of their claims, to 
defend any of their questions, 
or to answer any serious 
questions. And Boychuk 
ignores this fact. Maybe you 
should send one of your non- 
League reporters next time, if, 
Indeed, you have any.

This is a classic case of 
abusing the messenger 
because you don't like the 
news. Obviously your 
arguments are with the CCL, 
and not with me. The article 
was an account of a meeting 
held to present the CCL’s 
analysis of the Kampuchean 
situation. Space con- 
siderations, good sense, and 
the very nature of news stories 
prohibited criticism of all the 
assertions made at the 
meeting. Editorials and letters 
to the editor are the place for 
critical comment. 

Your letter made several valid 
points, many with which I agree 
(in fact, I was the member of the 
audience who you mentioned 
asked the CCL to explain why 
no journalists had been allowed 
to enter Kampuchea). 

I do, however, take exception to 
the political labels you In- 
discriminately sling about.

LENNOXVILLE— It's next stop 
Calgary, Alberta for the McGill 
Redmen. Last night, the 
Redmen defeated the Bishop's 
Gaiters 81-69 to sweep their 
best-of-three series two games 
to none, and win the Quebec 
University Championship. 

Don’t let the twelve-point 
bulge fool you. The Redmen 
had to fight for this one. 

Coming on strong In the 
middle of the first half, the 
inspired Gaiters came back 
from a 22-12 deficit to even- 
tually take a 36-34 lead. Blair, 
Shier led Bishop's with some ' 
strong offensive play (he 
finished with ' 22 points) 
allowing the Gaiters to enjoy a 
40-39 halftime advantage. * 
The Redmen were sporadic 
in the first half, though guards 



Mike Homsy and Gord Brabant 
were quite effective at times. 
Pat Kehoe was less imposing 
than his u^ual self, but con- 
tinued his outstanding defence 
on Trevor Bennett. 

The Intermission, however, 
changed everything as coach 
Butch Staples went to work. 

“At halftime we got hell," 
Brabant said. “He (Staples) told 
us to buckle down on defence 
and go to the boards." 

Partly due to the absence of 
forward Steve Skabla, the 
Redmen did have trouble on the 
defensive boards In the first 
half. In the second half, this 
problem became less apparent 
as the entire squad helped out 
underneath. 

Another change in the 
second half was the resurgence 
of Pat Kehoe. Pat went wild 



scoring basket after basket to 
crush the Gaiters with a game- 
high total of 28 points. 

Meanwhile, the McGill 
backcourt completely out- 
played the,ir Bishop's coun- 
terparts. Gaiter guard Dave 
Thornhill was extremely tired in 
the second half, and virtually 
worthless to his team. 

"Before the game, I decided 
that J would try to tire him out," 
said Brabant. “Going down 
court, I’d run as fast as I could. 
On defence, I would pick him 
up early. Eventually, he got 
tired and sloppy.". 

Brabant contributed a solid 
20 points for. the Redmen. 
Though Gord did come up 
empty on several steal at- 
tempts in the first half, his 
quick hands paid off with 
several key buckets down the 



stretch. Three late Brabant field 
goals helped to open a 13-point 
lead for McGill with just under 
four minutes left In the game. 

Guard Homsy, who has 
improved about 400 percent 
this season, hit six of eight 
.from the floor for a smart 12 
points. At one time considered 
the weakest part of the starting 
five, Homsy.has proven himself 
to be a valuable 'asset to the 
McGill machine. Defensively, 
he shut down his opponent 
' while on offence, he moved the 
ball well, took the good shots, 
and hit them. 

Once, again, the McGill 
bench played an Important role. 
Not only did substitute for- 
wards Jim Vanderra and 
Sylvain Casonguay prevent the 
Redmen. from slipping when 
they replaced Kevin Dogen and 



Gregg Fasulo, but they’ actually 
helped to lift the team. 

"Jim and Sylvain really 
played well," said Gregg 
Fasulo, who had a fine game „ , 
himself. He added, "In the first 
half, we were in space-land, but - 
we adjusted in the second 
half.". 

"It feels good to win and win 
in two," said Fasulo after the ** ' 
game. t 

Though he played a full 40 
minutes, .Brabant explained, "I v _ 
should've been tired but I 
wasn't. I guess I was just too - 
excited and involved in the
